or modern Venice, Genoa, and Fi ance.

Theic are honed hearts who 
think better of human nature than itdeferves. 
T he fallacy of all fuch opinions, is prov­ 
ed by the hiftory of all free governments. 
It is a mod idle ©pinion to fuppofe Att ** g o ­ 
vernment is to be more durable than other 
republics 
have 
been ; 
and even ridicu­ 
lous to fuppofe the padions of ambition, 
avarice and revenge, are leis vigorous in 
our soil, than in ancient Greece or Rome, j 
or modern Venice, Genoa, and France. 
The feeds of faction are in the human 
bread— they cannot 
be 
eradicated, 
and 
therefore mud be checked in their growth, 
by force of law or force of arms. There are 
ten men who want offices, where one only 
can obtain them ; 
and thole 
who wont 
power, will never ceafe to excite jealoulieg 
again!! thofe who possess it. 
Admit that 
a revolution could be efie died in America 
— Jeflerfon 
would be 
Prelident, 
(Tin­ 
ton or 
Burr Vice-Prefident ; 
Gallatin, 
Secretary of the Treafury, Madifon, Secre­ 
tary of State, Sec. 
W h at then ? 
T he of­ 
fices to br filled arc not a tenth part lo nu­ 
merous as thofe who want and Hand gaping 
for them. 
Only one or two Livingdons 
perhaps could be accommodated ; it would 
be impollible to gratify the whole brood ; 
much leis the little fry that dance around 
the king-dentAgogues. 
T he certain ronfc- 
quence would be, that 
the 
difappointed 
men would loon begin t© grow cold towards 
the government ; they would gradually find 
fomething wrong in public mealurcs, and 
begin to complain ; at lad they would com­ 
mence open hodility to the government. 
W e ll loeld then lee the very men who n o w 
labor night and day to fupport JrrtVrfon 
and Burr, ranfack every drain-lhop iii the

W e lh mid fee perhaps Peter R.

There is nothing impoffible in all this— 
nor improbable. 
W ho that law tim Z'-al 
of the Commodore when he commanded tile 
Federal (hip Hamilton, along the dreet, of 
New-York, could believe him capable of 
turning about and attacking the very go­ 
vernment which he had lo dienuoaiJy ad­ 
vocated ? W h o that heard year after year, 
the contempt 
and abufe thrown on Go­ 
vernor 
Clinton, 
by 
a 
gieat 
family 
in New-York, for being 
an updart of 
no family, could believe that very fami­ 
ly would join him in his fydeni of mc alure*;? 
W ho that knows the violence with whic h 
the Senator of Columbia fought for Gov, 
Jay at the fird election, and op poled the 
whole tribe of Livingdons, could belie vt 
him capable of turning about, for not being 
appointed to an office for which lo mail hut 
himfelf thought him qualified, and indul- 
trioully c ppoling Gov.

'd by power, produce anarchy-— and anarchy 
engenders delpotifm.—— - This is prettily 
the prog refs of a free government, to an 
arbitrary one. 
Perhaps hillory doe* not 
fu"n;fli an exception. 


A es, Citizens of America, the changes of 
republics into andorra* irs or nionaichics, 
have ever been the work of democracy.—— 
Cxtar overthrew 
the 
Roman Republic ; 
but Coelar could not have done this, when 
the republic wa* in its vigour. 
The mate­ 
rials were all prepared to Ins hands, by the 
violent factions 
which had preceded his 
time, which had corrupted the elections, 
and divided the citizens into two bolide 
parties. 
It was the incettant attacks of 
tile people, 
headed bv 
demogogues, the 
tribunes, upo« the conditntion of Rome, 
which compelled the patricians to defend 
that conftitution by a1! the arts in ti dr 
power.— The zeal of the two parties led 
them to corrupt the people by bribes, jill! 
as we lee the demagogues of tile prelent 
day, corrupting the voters by favours ai,J 
drams. 
Demagogues of America, you are fo llo w ­ 
ing the example of ail tile old republics— 
you are corrupting the principle* oi good 
government— you 
are 
undermining 
rite 
conllitution ; and Ihould a civil war, and a 
revolution, disfigure the beauty of Ame­ 
rica, j v a will be th* criminal authors ut 
the calamity. 
I oil have the I me Hale pretence for 
your conduit which has deceived the people 
of all other republic s— the adminidrati >r 
does not plealc you— the influence of the 
clergy dots not pleafoyou— Ionic men have 
more power than you wills— But there is 
nothing worfe iii all this, than .null forever 
exilt. 
If John Adam* does not pleafe 
every man by hi, adminiitration, nor would 
I horn as JeiFerfon. 
I o fupjiofc any mail 
capable ol a perfect adminiitration, is rub-. 
tubule— It is incontinent with the imper­ 
fect Hate of man, and none hut fools will 
look tor it.

from their enemies, the Spaniards, may be 
lawfully made in the United States, till our 
government does, as it may, by treaty or 
otherwife, prevent the fame ; that the ju ­ 
diciary power cannot interpole its authority 
to enjoin a fale antil the executive iliall 
pofitively interdict the fame. 


On the part of the complainant it was an- 
fwered,that where no right to fell is granted 
by treaty,
